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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


We herewith present to the citizens of Cornish our second annu- 
al report of the condition and prospects of our schools under the 
new law, leaving for you to judge of our success in carrying out the 
provisions of the law, and whether it has proved beneficial to our 
schools. Equality of privilege, which heretofore did not exist,is one 
of the great features of the law—absolute equality is an impossibili- 
ty, but everything approximating toward it should receive our hearty 
support. 

One of the first things accomplished by the school board was the 
change of all readers and arithmetics without expense to parents, 
and have all the scholars in town use the same text books, as far as 
possible, which was a great improvement, especially in those divi- 
sions wherc there were as many kinds of readers and arithmetics as 
there were scholars to study them. The interests of the people 
are largely and justly centered in the financial features of our report, 
so we present it in full. : 

During the year 12 schools have been maintained in 12 different 
divisions, aggregating 25 terms in all, taught by 1g different teach- 
ers—18 females and 1 male. Every division has received from 17 
to 26 weeks of school, yet the arrangement has been such that 
every scholar has been provided with 26 weeks of schooling, and by 
far the larger part of the schools the maximum number of weeks ; so if 
any have failed to avail themselves of these amounts of school priv- 
ileges it is not the fault of the Board. The object has been to have 
a first-class school in every case, and with this single end in view, 
the Board have put forth their best endeavors. . That all their ar- 
dent hopes have been fully realized in every case, the Board does 
not aver, for they claim no infallibility of judgment or brilliancy of 
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execution in the discharge of their official duties. While some of 
the schools have not reached the desired standard of excellence, 
still there has been no total failure. On the other hand most of 
the terms have been seasons of success and advancement to both 
teachers and pupils. Owing to the limited amount of our finances 
it has been difficult to secure the services of teachers of the required 
qualifications, experience and tact to meet the needs of each case; 
for the same teachers may be eminently successful in one school, 
and in another have a sorry time; and to wisely adapt the teachers 
to the schools, with a limited number to select from, furnishes a 
class of enigmas not always readily solved. It is a self-evident 
truth that the less the number of schools maintained the larger the 
sum to each school, thus affording to each scholar an additional num- 
ber of school weeks, and also furnishing the means for securing 
teachers of a higher order of attainments: so if the town wish a 
liberal number of schools, each of fair length, taught by experienced 
and successful teachers, additional means will be needed to accom- 
plish it. Whatever is done in one year gives no certain indication 
of what will be done in any subsequent year, as the changes con- 
stantly going on may at any time change the questions to be con- 
sidered, thus creating a necessity for new measures and granting 
liberty of carrying them into execution agreeably to the require- 
ments of each case. In all our schools the free use of the black- 
board greatly improved the lessons in grammar, geography, and 
arithmetic as well as writing. Physiology and hygiene have been 
taught orally in all schools; some have taken it as a study. - 


We have retained as many of the old teachers as possible; sev- 
eral have completed a full year’s work in the same division with sat- 
isfactory results, and we believe that all have done faithful work in 
the school-room. In nearly all our schools there is too much tardi- 
ness and absence, which prevents systematic work, but we are glad 
to report a more regular attendance than last year, although we have — 
had both measels and mumps in our schools. The school in Div. 
11 was closed for nearly 4 weeks, and in Div. 3 two weeks, on ac- 
count of measles, and we had mumps in divisions 2 and 3. 


We have tried to impress upon teachers and scholars the impor- 
tance of thoroughness in all their studies; also the importance of 
oral instruction on matters connected with each lesson. 
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A large majority of the teachers emyloyed are residents of Cor- 
nish, and most of the teachers were graduates of accademies, and 
nearly all specially qualified for the schools assigned them. In 
comparing our schools with those of last year, we believe we can 


‘safely report a greater amount of good work and progress. We 


have continued the policy of last year of paying for carrying the 
scholars living more than one and one half miles distant from the 


school they attended. 


The Selectmen in their report of March 1, 1886, reported due 
school district No. 14, $184,96. The question raised by the school 
board last year was, What should be done with these funds in the 
hands of the town credited to this old district? and the decision of 
the board was to let it remain in the treasury of the town until the Su- 
preme Court rendered its decision in the case of schoo] district No. 
16 against the city of Concord, a parallel case. The Court, by its 
decision in this case, infer that the plaintiff was abolished by the 
Act of 1885, and holds that the money in question is to be applied 
as nearly as may be to the use of those who would have been enti- 
tled to it if the Act of 1885 had not been passed, which means in 
our case to apply the amount, $184.96, for educational use and ben- 
efit of the people inhabiting the former teritory of old district No. 
14, and the same to old districts Nos. 1, 2 and 3, which had small 
amounts to their credit. The amount in question in No. 14 isa 
fund which has accumulated in the town treasury to the credit of the 
district during a period of quite a number of years, and had not 
been used because, for a portion of the time at least, there had been 
no children in the district to attend school. Your action last March 
in relation to a part of this fund has been complied with, and we re- 
spectfully refer you to report of treasurer of school board as to bal- 
ance. 


Last year many of our citizens were earnestly opposed to the new 
law, but there seems to be a disposition now to more heartily sup- 
port and endorse the schools under the new system, which is of 
great importance to the schools, as well as encouraging to your 
school board. Your instructions last March to one of your school 
board (a member of the legislature) to use all reasonable means to 
secure a repeal of the new school law was faithfully carried out, but 
the legislature refused to return from it to the district system, also 
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-refused to amend the law so that after two years, by a vote of the 
town, they could re-establish the district system. | Now, under the 


circumstances, we would respectfully recommend to you to abandon 
all prejudice, and to give the lawa fair trial, and we trust it will have 


the assistance and hearty co-operation of every one, and then an~ 


impartial judgment can be passed upon its merits. It was an old 
saying and worthy of belief, that self help was the best of all help. 


Superintendent of public instruction, Patterson, in his re- 
port of 1887, says: ‘‘We cannot see why there should be any 
controversy about this law. It originated in the most patriotic 
and unselfish purpose to lift the educational interests of the people 
out of a system which had exhausted its power, and furnished 
no hope of improvement. It has worked successfully elsewhere, 
but if it fails here its originators will be the first to ask for its repeal.” 

At our last annual meeting a proposition to raise an increased 
amount for school purposes was voted down, but by request we have 
inserted the article again in the warrant, and ask for it a fair and full 


consideration. When we take into consideration the object and — 


the great importance of education, we feel that the educational 


means in our town have heen too meager, and we ask our towns- — 


men to look after and care for the interests of our common schools, 
for here is laid the foundation of your children’s future manhood 
and success. 


We make the following individual mention of each school in brief, 


DIVISION TI. 


The summer term was taught by Miss Gratia S. Chadbourne of 


Cornish, this being her second successful term in this division. 


Miss Chadbourne labored faithfully for the interests of her pupils, 


and those attending regularly made excellent progress, but owing to 
the irregular attendance of others the advancement on their part 
was much less than it ought to have been. The winter term was 
taught by Miss Nettie P. Hall of Lebanon. This has been a well- 
disciplined school, and pupils have made commendable progress. 
The attendance was greatly improved over last term. The oral in- 
struction, especially in hygiene, was very good. Scholars in sum- 
mer, I2; winter, 14; wages in summer, $14.50; winter, $57.00,

DIVISION 2. 

The summer term was taught by Miss Evelyn Tracy of Cornish. 
Although this was Miss Tracy’s first attempt at teaching, the order 
has been excellent, and the work systematic and good, and we think 
she possesses the elements necessary to a successful teacher. The 
closing examination was very satisfactory. The winter term was 
taught by Miss Mattie E. Westgate of Cornish—a competent teach- 
er. This was Miss Westgate’s fifth term in this division. Starting 
the training of these young pupils right, they have continued on 
in the right way, making admirable progress this term. All the pu- 
pils in school going through Fish’s Arithmetic. The review at the 
closing examination reflected credit upon teacher and scholars. 
Scholars, summer and winter, 5 ; wages In summer, $36.00; winter, 
$54.00. 

DIVISION 3. 

The summer and winter terms were under the instruction of Miss 
Nettie G. Williams of Cornish,—a practical and energetic teacher 
_ who has taught several terms in this division. The pupils in this 
school are well advanced in their studies, a fact largely due to Miss 
Williams’ excellent methods in teaching. The examinations at the 
close of each term showed the results of the teacher’s good work. 
Scholars in summer, 14; winter, II; wages in summer, $40.50; 
winter, $60.00. | 

DIVISION 4. 

Summer term taught by Miss E. Gertrude Walker. . This is a 
small school, but one of much merit. The interest of former terms 
was well sustained and the scholars seemed to have made good pro- 
gress. Good satisfaction was given. The fall term was taught by 
Miss Mattie E. Westgate of Cornish. This school has previously 
had the services of a thorough teacher for six terms in succession, 
and these young pupils take high rank largely from the above fact. 
The advancement made by the pupils while under the charge of 
Miss Westgate was very marked, and the closing examination a 
highly creditable one. Scholars in summer, 9; winter, 7; wages in 
summer, $40.50; fall, $36.00. 

DIVISION 5. 

Miss Lydia S. Penniman of Plainfield taught the summer school. 
This was Miss Penniman’s first attempt at teaching in which she suc- 
ceeded well, both in instruction and discipline. The examination 


at close of school showed good progress. Winter term taught by — 
Miss Arabella A. Johnson of Cornish —a beginner of fair promise. 
The register shows a very constant attendance, and a good degree 

of advancement was made. Scholars in summer, 6; winter, 11; 
wages in summer, $38.25 ; winter, $40.50. 


DIVISION 6. 


Taught in summer by Miss Mattie E. Weld of Claremont; in fall 
by Miss Clara M. Silver of Windsor, Vt., and in winter by Geo. L. 
Deming of Cornish—all teachers of successful experience. Schol- 
ars in summer, 35; in fall, 34; in winter, 30; wages in summer, 
$22.00; in fall, $24.00; in winter, $32.00. The school made good 
progress in each of these terms. Had parents and scholars both 
fully co-operated with the teacher in the summer the term would 
have been more profitable. The register shows by far too large a 
percentage of absences during each term, but those who were con- 
stant enjoyed excellent privileges especially during the last two 
terms. The closing examination of the winter term was very cred- 
itable to both teacher and scholars. 


DIVISION 7. ‘ 


Teacher in summer, Miss Emily N. Tracy of Cornish, and in 
winter, Miss Myra L. Briggs of Claremont. These were both very 
profitable terms of school: They were characterized by earnestness 
and thoroughness on the part of the teachers and by diligence and 
enthusiasm on the part of the scholars, and the results were very 
satisfactory. Scholars in summer, 9; in winter, 18; wages in sum- 
mer, $18.00; in winter, $21.00. 


DIVISION 8. | 

Summer term taught by Miss Clara M. Silver.- Miss S. com- 
menced the school with good order and industry, asking many 
questions and requiring good explanations, such as we would be 
glad to see in every school. The closing exercises showed it to. 
have been a profitable term. The record of attendance was perfect 
—without marks of any kind. Winter term was taught by Miss 
Ada P. Wellman. The beginning of school did not look favorable, 
as the teacher seemed to work under some embarrassment; but a 
better state of things was brought about, and the close of school 
showed a good average improvement in all the studies. Scholars in 
summer, 9; winter, 14; wages in summer, $40.50; winter, #45. 
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DIVISION 9. : 


Summer and fall terms taught by Miss Anna B. Swain. The 
work so well begun by this teacher last year was well advanced. In- 
dustry and perseverance seemed to mark the success of this school. 
Scholars in summer, 9; fall, 28; wages in summer, $40.50; fall, 
$40.00. 


DIVISION Io. 


Summer term taught by Miss Lizzie F. French of Plainfield—her 
second term in this school. Good progress was made and the 
school appeared well. A closing examination revealed the fact that 
a good work had been wrought. Scholars in summer, 8; wages, 
$27.00. A different school-house in a different locality is a prom- 
inent need in this division. 

Winter term taught by Miss Mabel R. Jordan, a teacher of good 
qualifications and apparently at home in the school-room. The 
interest shown by teacher and pupils to thoroughly understand each 
principle cannot fail to bring success. Scholars in winter, 13; wages, 


$29.25. 
DIVISION II. 


Summer term taught by Miss Emma L. Hilliard. Good order and 
good will of the scholars was at once manifest. The school made 
good progress and the closing examination was very interesting and 
satisfactory. 

Winter term, taught by Miss Emily N. Tracy, a teacher becoming 
too well known for good work to need comment. The school was 
somewhat broken up by sickness yet the pupils made good improve- 
ment. Scholars—summer, 8, winter, 15. Wages—summer, $40, 
winter, $54. 


DIVISION 14, 


Enjoyed two terms of school of gand 8 weeks respectively. Both 
terms were taught by Miss Amy I. Hilliard of Cornish—a beginner. 
. Entire satisfaction was given. This is the smallest school in the 
district, numbering but three in summer and five in fall. Yet we 
are impréssed that the advantages to the scholars are, in many re- 
@pects, superior to those of large schools. Wages of teacher, $15
